Tho I'o.'ft-lutdUrjnwr furnisher the fol- 
lowing of the recent tixtraordinary mur- 
der casn on Orcis Island, where ona 
Hrown killed ono Ives, a fisherman: — 
'•After the shooting tho murderer gave 
himself into tho hands of a constable, and 
waa taken nost mornins before a justice 
of the peace by tho name of Frye, who 
constituted himr,clf a Dial riot Court, and 
simimoned a jury and proceeded to try 
tho man fur his life. Proceedings wore 
commenced by swearing tho jury on the 
following oath:—' Do you solemnly swear 
that tho verdict you shall render in this 
case shall be the troth, the wliolo truth, 
and nothing but the truth, so help you 
God.' The prisoner was then put on the 
stand and made a statement to the follow- 
ing purport: • Ives came along in a boat 
and stopjied at Brown's place, being par- 
tially drunk at tho tinft. Ho wont into a 
siwash rancheria nc.ir by ;iiid took out w 
handful of money, among which wore two 
So gold pieces, a portion of which he 
dropped on the floor. Brown being pre- 
sent picked tho money up and haiuled it 
to IvoH. Presoiitly Ives counted lii.s mo- 
ney and :iccuscd Brown of keeping ono of 
the fives. Broivn iiKsisted that ho liad 
given him ;ill the money, and after a good 
deal of wrangling over the matter Brown 
went homo and retired to bed. After a 
while Ives came to the house and tried to 
get in. Brow n warned him that he would 
shoot him if he entered. Ives butted the 
door in with his head, and was coining to- 
ward Brown with hi.s head still down, in 
a ram-like attitude, when Brown fired, 
the ball taking eflect in tho abdomen. Ho 
then throw liim out of the door, wliere he 
died in about an luMir. .\t this juncture 
a [)oiiit of law was raised — whether a wit- 
ness acquainted with facts pertinent to 
the case could lie allowed to testify or 
not. Judge I'Vyo decided that tho In- 
dians and a white man who witnessed the 
(\uarrel and wore on tho ground at the 
time of tho homicido slioulii notbolicard, 
but that the jury should all tostily a.s to 
the pri.soncr's character for truth and vor- 
acity. Afier tlio jury had all testified 
bcftiro Itself, the judge gave liis charge, 
abonl aa lollows: ' Qontlemen, you are 
all intelligent men, and know as much 
about the l.iw as 1 do. Vou will render a 
verdict of guilty ..t nni guilty.' The ver- 
dict was not guilty. Then the boat and 
goods of the murdered man were confis- 
cated to defray tho expense of tho trial; 
but through tho short-sightedncsa of Cor- 
oner Bogus, of San Juan, who objected 
to .such a proceeding, and tho ob.stinaoy 
of Homo of Ives' friends, particularly his 
partner, who claimed to be sok: owner of 
the boat, the conUacator.s were forced to 
give up tho property. .1 udge Frye aftor- 
wards sent in ii co.sl bill of .soninthiiig over 
sisty dollars to the aiidiii. I of ,>ran Juan

Ifiunoiig tliemse!\-e.) any 
project is fiuggi'hted likely to prove 
beneficial to a town or district com 
panics aro riwidilv formed, enpilal sub- 
Bcribwl and eveiy po.-.sililo menus ad- 
opted to bring thn enterjiriKe to a huc- 
cessfnl issue, t^onld we not adopt a 
similar .system with n.ivantiige to our- 
selves? Further on 1 will submit a 
project which may have some prn-^ticnl 
value". 

The eligible position oi Vancomer Is 
land has hitherto accured tho greater pai t 
of the commerce of tho province, and 
every eflbrt sliould be made to strengthen 
tho advantages wo possess nnd thus es- 
tablish our future prosperity on h firm 
and uubstanlial IjaHiii. 

There is no doubt tho Esquimali-Na- 
naimo railway will be built, even though 
it cost us tho boat part of our known in n- 
oral lands.

Dealing with agricultural hinds is 
a simple matter compared with mineral 
lands. Gno is valued by the nature of 
the surface of tho ground whilst the oth- 
er includes length, brcadtli and depth.

One lumdrcd 
acres of land supposed tocont.Tin cnal sold 
i for l?l(3,000. Tho surface of the gi-omid 
I was not worth more than ^5 per acri.\ It 
I is not to bo expected that tho government 
could jiractically tost all tho ground with- 
in tlie railway bolt, but by "prospecting" 
:inii e\ [ilorations thoy should bo in a po- 
sition to form some idea of their value; as 
it is vi'iy little is known about thorn ex- 
cept that portion between Nanaimo and 
•Seymour Narrows, which ia partially des- 
cribed in Hichardaon'a geological report. 
They may bo worth many billions of dol- 
lars for all thai is known to tho contrary.

IViui \ 1 ar.s ago .Mr. .Subors had his 
little pond ihig in his garden at about 
the exjien.se of digging an ordinary 
well, lie obtained a few fish from j\Ir. 
Singleton, a few from .Mr. Whippier, 
nnd gave a colored man two dollars to 
bring him a black bream from the 
swamp. Then he shut his eyes for a 
year ami .i half, and waited for the fi.sh 
to grow. .\iid they grew — grew in 
quantity and size. Tho table was sup- 
plied twice ;i week, and he has Icept up 
the j)rrigranimo at a trifling cost. 

Wlieii the l'"isli T'oinnjissioners crime 
along willi their caiuKters of Cerman 
c.M'p, and llie pnper.s were full of tlmir 
exi.'ellenl eating qimlities, ho procured 
a few lo storlc iiis pond. They dived 
into tlio iiuul, and his hitherto cloan 
pond began to assume tlic appearance 
of a mud jnuldle. Tln^ car]! did not 
prove so valuable ail eating fish as the 
bream, having niucli tho fiavor of cat- 
fish. But the bream, of wliicli the 
pond has millions, is acceptable to all 
palates. 

The c.vpensc of seeding these lish is 
really less than focdiiig half a dozen 
chickens, to say nothing of having the 
chickens stolen. i\lr. Subers gave about 
twenty five cents for a box of old 
worra-enten crackerH, and thoy furnisli 
excellent feeding. \ few mulberries, 
witii an occasional treat in tho-way of 
corn or bread cruinb.°,is all that i.s nec- 
es.siiry, and the lish go on growing and 
multiplying world without (?nd. 

Tho lish pond is an institution to be 
encouraged. Every man who owns a 
garden can easily dig one, and as it 
Iceeps the surrounding ground always 
moist, it will be found a most valuable 
means of making garden truck grow. 

Think of brown-fired bream every 
morning for breakfast at a cost of only 
the salt that seasons them. Really, it 
is Komething worth speaking about.
